CONDITION IS GOOD 


C a r r i g a n Finds Drouth 


Has Cut Out Normal 


Breeding Places 


Local householders were warned in 


a statement today from Dr. P. B. 
Cnrrigan. city health officer, to drain 
off 
refrigerator 
water 
which col- 


lects beneath houses and makes a 
breeding place for mosquitoes. 


Dr. Cnrrigan's statement, which fol- 


lowed complaints of increased mos- 
quitoes in Ward One, said: 


"There have been a good many com- 


plaints on mosquitoes in town, es- 
pecially from Ward One. For the 
past several clays I hnve 
made a 


thorough investigation of the prem- 
ises complained of; and have also in- 
spected several lily ponds in private 
yards. Ordinarily, these 
would 
be 


ideal breeding places for the mosquito, 
if these ponds were not filled with 
fish, but I found native minows and 
plenty of gold fish in each of them 
which keep the mosquitoes 
away. 


These ponds are all free of any larvae 
floating on the water, and there are 
no eggs on the surface of the water, 
nor plants in them. 


Few Tin Cans 


"We have had such dry hot weath- 


er for the past tew months, I found 
no breeding places around tin cans 
with standing water in them. In Ward 
One one of the sewers on Elm Street 
does hot have good drainage and some 
larvae and 
n few eggs were found 


there. This sewer gave us no trouble 
last year, as we had rain 'every few 
w&ejts, and this kept the larvae,and 
eggs washed away, so the eggs did 
not have a chance to hatch. On my 
inspection over Hope, 
however, 


found at least 60 ppr .cent of the 
houses, whose premises I looked ovc'r, 
had running water underneath from 
drainage pipes, connected with the 
refrigerators. In some paces there are 
pools of from four to six feet square, 
filled with water, ,.and there were 
quantities of mosquitoes underneath 
these homes. Those are indeed ideal 
breeding places, it'is cool and shady 
there, and the mosquitoes that have 
been hatched on the outskirts of town 
this hot dry weather are driven (o 
shady places under the houses, and 
some of them have been blown into 
your homes. 


"Hope can easily be freed of this 


infectious insect, if each family, who 
is annoyed with same, 
will 
look 


around their premises and investigate 
carefully, nd find out just where' these 
breeding places are. Also ask your

king's code closely it would be a difficult feat and, moreover, 
if you succeeded in following the code, it would make a bet- 
ter man of you.

Oldest Farm Test 


Station Honored 


55th Anniversary of Conn. 


Station to Be Mark- i 


ed By Exhibit 


NEW HAVEN, Conn.. Aug. 20.- 


(UP)—The 
Connecticut 
agricultural 


experiment station, oldest 
in 
the 


United States, celebrates its 55th an- 
niversary this month with an exhi- 
bition of progress in farming, to which 
it has made 'notable contributions. 


Such interesting vegetable creations 


as the straight-necked summer squash 
and Canada-Learning corn, which ma- 
tures in the spring "between frosts," 
will be placed o'n view for Conecti- 
cut farmers at the station's experi- 
mental farm toda'y. 
. 


Methods of exterminating the Euro-, 


pean corn borer, the Japanese beetle, 
the peach moth and other pests will 
ae demonstrated. 


:For more than a half century the 


station's experts have devoted their 
lalents to evolution of better agricul- 
tural products and more efficient ag- 
ricultural 
methods. Many 
common 


practices such as microscopic examin- 
ation of foods to determine adultera'-' 
lion were introduced 'to "the United 
States by Professor Samuel W. John- 
son of Yale, the station's first head. 


The scientist always modestly dis- 


claimed credit for his pioneering ef- 
forts, explaining: 


"I can go to my shelves and take 


down a history of Roman agriculture 
and can put my finger on almost all 
the good ideas which you will hear 
in any agricultural meeting—except 
those which have come with the last 
30 or 40 years from the investigations 
of modern science.' 


The station first was 
located 
at 


Wesleyan university at MIddletown 
but two years later was moved here 
when Sheffield Scientific school, now 
a branch of Yale university, offered 
its laboratories. Later the station was 
established independently in a house 
built by Eli Whitney, inventor of the 
cotton gin. 


The station not only antedated the 


general movement for agricultural re- 
search in this country but came in 
"the dark ages of farming," accord- 
ing to Dr. E. H. Jenkins, who suc- 
ceeded Professor Johnson as head -of 
the station. 


One of the first activities of the 


station was protection of farmers from 
charlations who offered fake fertil- 
izers at high prices to unsuspecting 
agriculturalists. 


The process of shade growing to- 


bacco, now common, was introduced 
here 
30 years 
ago. Anther early 


achievement 
wa:j discovery 
of the 


potato scab and method of prevention. 


Much of the modern science of ntf- 


trition rests on the work of the late 
Dr. Thomas Osborne of the station 
who investigated the effects of vari- 
ous diets on growth of animals.
